INCREASED  IN  MOST  COUNTRIES  .  August  1980 

The  countries  included  in  this  publication  are  generally  the  major  meat 
consuming  countries  of  the  world.     Information  on  red  meats  is  presented 
for  49  countries,  while  38  countries  are  reviewed  for  poultry.     Data  from 
these  countries  indicate  that  total  per  capita  meat  consumption  in  1979 
rose  above  the  1978  level.     Increased  per  capita  pork  and  poultry  consump- 
tion more  than  compensated  for  a  decline  in  per  capita  beef  and  veal 
consumption. 

Beef  and  veal  consumption  declined  on  a  per  capita  basis  in  most  countries 
during  1979,  reflecting  greatly  reduced  slaughter  rates  in  the  United 
States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  Australia  as  their  cattle  cycles  generally 
started  into  the  growth  phase.     Pork  and  poultry  consumption  increased  on 
a  per  capita  basis  in  1979,  supported  by  increased  production  and  demand 
for  these  products.     In  some  cases  the  increased  demand  has  come  as  a 
result  of  the  substitution  of  these  meats  for  relatively  more  expensive 
beef  and  veal.     Per  capita  pork  consumption  has  been  following  the  rising 
trend  in  pork  production  since  1976.     Per  capita  poultry  consumption  has 
been  generally  increasing  throughout  the  1960 's  and  70 's  as  production  has 
grown  substantially. 


While  the  total  consumption  of  beef  and  veal  has  declined  since  1977, 
several  countries  have  not  followed  this  trend.     Guatemala  and  El 
Salvador,  which  have  been  expanding  their  cattle  herds  since  the  late 
1960 's  and  early  70 's,  have  been  expanding  per  capita  consumption  while 
continuing  to  export.     In  Japan,   increased  consumption  has  largely  come 
from  increased  imports,  although  cattle  numbers  have  increased  somewhat  as 
well.     The  European  Community,  which  has  maintained  fairly  steady  cattle 
numbers,  increased  its  slaughter  in  1979  to  compensate  for  a  drop  in 
imports . 

Pork,  in  contrast  to  beef  and  veal,  enjoyed  another  year  of  generally 
increased  consumption  in  1979.     Several  countries  had  declined  in  per 
capita  consumption  from  the  1978  level,  but  only  the  Dominican  Republic 
(where  African  swine  fever  has  dealt  consumption  a  severe  blow), 
Yugoslavia,  New  Zealand,  and  South  Africa  have  experienced  a  decline  of 
over  5  percent.     Greece  has  shown  a  surprising  long-term  increase  in  per 
capita  pork  consumption,  rising  each  year  since  1967  for  a  total  gain  o€ 
about  240  percent  through  1979. 


Per  capita  poultry  consumption  increased  in  almost  every  country  of  the 
world  in  1979.     One  notable  exception  was  Israel,  which,  with  the  highest 
per  capita  consumption  in  the  world,  saw  a  decline  of  6  percent,  the 
second  consecutive  year  of  lower  consumption.     This  occurred  because  sub- 
sidies for  poultry  were  removed,  prices  rose,  and  demand  fell. 

Per  capita  sheep  and  goat  meat  consumption,  which  was  generally  rising 
during  the  1960 's,  tended  to  decline  in  the  1970's.     New  Zealand's  per 
capita  consumption,   the  highest  in  the  world,  led  the  decline,  dropping 
each  year  since  1972.     Others,  such  as  Australia  and  Uruguay  have  fluc- 
tuated widely.     In  Belgium,  consumption  has  increased  each  year  since 
1973.
